At tho proper 
moment President Toft touched

electric buttoa at his

A terrific ex 


plosion followed, 'tho powder having 
set oft the coal dust. Volumes 
smoke poured out both ends ot the big 
tube and through holcii In the top. 
'Then a party of mine tpreiaen trot- 
ted out to tho fiery monster und dis- 
appeared In Us bowels. Bach had an 
artificial breathing device strapped on 
bin shoulder by which he carried, a 
tank of oxygen llqurd air or air under 
pressure with .which to breath In the 
dense Issue of smoko and gus Inside 
the tube.

over, President Taft arose, and, ac- 
companied by Governor Tenor, Secre- 
tary Fisher, Mius Bourduiun and sev-

President Tail's voice resounded
